A TIMELY TOPIC 


WILLIAM B. R'ANDSON 


In American 
Motor Car 


Handling the 


Automobile for 


the Novice. 


Jj]YEN when the purchaser of a new car is not a noyice at the game, 


it docs not by any menus follow that ho has nothing to learn. 


His old and hlB new car may ho of the same type and similar in gen- 
eral design, but there are always sure to be a number of details that 
differ, and it is these that the new owner must study carefully and 
master. If lie wishes to guard against running into trouble, as ho is 
almost sure to do if he starts off with only a superficial Inspection 
of the car, 
t 


One of the chief things to study in a new car is its system of 


lubrication, which should be free and plentiful, with due considera- 
tion for the troubles induced by excessive supply to the cylinder. 
This usually causes rapid fouling of ignition points; but a new cyl- 
inder generally lets more oil past the piston at first than it will even- 
tually do after a little running, so the oil supply should not be cut 
dowu too much, because of this sympton, unless it continues after 
the car has been thoroughly "shaken dowu" by use. 


All important nuts and bolts should, he scrutinized after a run, 


especially those supporting detached parts of the mechanism, such 
as the silencer, carburetor, piping, pumps, etc., uot, of course, omitting 
those of the steering and brakes. 
It is not always superfluous to 


verify the oil pipes from obstructions arising from dirt or waste 
left in the tanks. 


Coming to the novice, he may find the following resume of op- 


erations useful in the starting of bis-car,-it being impossible, of 
course, to include here all variations, necessary with some typos. 
First, iill the gasoline tank, using a funnel with a strainer. Next, 
(ill the water tank and see that the tap at the bottom of the water 
system is closed. Fill all grease boxes, see that axle boxes are lub- 
ricated and that the gear'box is plentifully supplied with lubricant. 
For this a thin grease, or mixture of grease and oil, is best; if too 
thick the gear wheels cut a track in it vwithout oiling themselves. 
The addition of a few ounces of good graphite is beneficial in most 
cases. 
; 


Fill all drop or other lubricators with a good motor oil, not too 


thick to travel along the pipes, and see that the crank case of the 
motor has its charge of the same, ami that the steering pivots and 
chains are also attended to. Turn on and adjust lubricators. 
Put 


on brake and see that change speed lever is in out of gear position, 
also that tires are pumped up hard, as otherwise you will have both 
trouble and discomfort result. 


Turn starting handle, to see that compression is good, then open 


gasoline tap, switch on current and start the motor, adjusting mix- 
ture if necessary. In case of failure to start, see If gasoline reaches 
the carburetor; if so, whether the inlet valve sticks; then seek for 
cause of failure in Ignition. Do not try to start wih gasoline tap, 
throttle or the switch turned off; it has often been attempted, but 
seldom succeeds. Drop In your ^clutch or Its representative gently, 
and try the brakes in the same manner.

ENLISTMENT 


The navy department is confronted 


with a probable reduction of the en- 
listed force through failures to re- 
enlist on the part of season and en- 
Binemen now In the service, as well 
as the pronounced decrease in 
the 


number of new enlistments, which the 
authorities attribute to the increasing 
demand for moderate as well as higl 
Briced labor occasioned by the rising 
tide of business activity throughout 
!he country. 


The present authorized strength of 


the navy's enlisted force 
is 
44.500. 


The naval authorities had contempla- 
ted urging to Congress an increase of 
5,000 in tiie next report of the 
de- 


partment. This will not receive Pres- 
ident Taft's sanction. It is question- 
ed whether a request lor even half 
that number can receive executive ap- 
proval. 


At the present rate of falling off in 


enlistments and reentistmenls it is 
pracically certain that there will he 
less than -10.000 sailormen 
wearing 


Uncle Sam's livery on Jan. 1, 1910. 
Already the navy Is 1500 shy of its 
'authorized strength and the reduc- 
tion continues day by day. 


According to the naval officers there 


will not be a sufficient 
number of 


men lo man the new ships now ap- 
proaching completion without reduc- 
ing the crews of the minor cruisers 
or putting several of the older ships 
out of commission altogether. 
They 


do not approve of laying up the new 
ships. 
As fast as 
completed 
they 


will go into commission and into ac- 
tive service. 


It is said that even the newest ship 


v.-hen placed "in ordinary" 
deterior- 


ates much more rapidly than when at 
sea. This is particularly true of their 
engines. 
The only course open to 


the navy is to send the veteran ships 
N-.ck to the navy yards to be partial- 
ly dismantled and laid up until the 
national treasury justifies, further in- 
crease In the cost of maintaining the 
navy and the projected increase in 
ti:e enlisted personnel.
